“For God and Country” is a rally- 
ing cry that well summarizes the 
spirit and duty of the Christian cit- 
izen. So clear and inspiring are the 
teachings of God's Word regarding 
the relationship of the Christian to 
his country that one marvels that 
national leaders who are seeking to 
stimulate civie loyalty do not pro- 
mote a revival of the study of the 
Bible, Dr. Moore is right when he 
says, “No bad citizen is a good 
Christian and no good Christian is 
a bad citizen.’’ The solution of our 
nation’s problems would be a great 
evangelistic campaign from coast to 
coast. A man like Moody would 
then appear in his true position as 
a great patriot. The soul-winner 
would be more important than the 
vote-getter. Why not try it? 

Our lesson presents our Lord on 
Tuesday of His passion week, when 
He met His adversaries in their 
cunning efforts to entrap Him in 
His words so that they might con- 
demn Him. The two incidents be- 
fore us have broader application 
than to citizenship alone, but we 
may well consider them in that 
light, for they reveal that the citi- 
zen who is right with God will be 
right with the nation and with his 
own neighbors. 


I, The Christian Citizen Loves His 
Country (vy. 13-17) 

The Pharisees, who hated Rome 
for its domination of Palestine, and 
the Herodians, who supported Rome 
in its control of the land, were ene- 
mies, but they joined forces to tempt 
Christ. They knew that if He 
said “Yes’’ to their question the 
Jews would be angry, and if He 
said ‘‘No" He could be condemned 
as a traitor to Rome. 

The trap was set, but it caught 
only the crafty hunters. Taking their 
own pocket money he declared that 
if they used Caesar's money they 
ought to pay taxes to Caesar. The 
coin stood for an orderly govern- 
ment, benefits of which they en- 
joyed and which they ought to sup- 
port, 

No real Christian will evade his 
duty to his country whether it be to 
pay taxes, to take part intelligently 
in its government, to defend it, to 
pray for it, or otherwise to show 
his love. One of the blots on the 
Christian church is the lack of civic 
righteousness on the part of many 
of its members. 

II. The Christian Citizen Loves 
God (vy. 20-30). 

Although this point comes second 
in our lesson it comes first in expe- 
rience. It is the man who renders 
unto God the love of the heart, soul, 
mind, and all of his strength (v. 30) 
who is ready really to love his coun- 
try as he should. 

The scribes loved to dispute about 
which was the greatest of the 613 
commandments which they recog- 
nized. Jesus astonished them by 
referring to the passage of Scripture 
most familiar to the Jews (Deut. 
6:4, 5), which declares the unity and 
absolute exclusiveness of the Lord 
our God. It may be well for us to 
Stress this truth even in our time, 
for most folk regard the worship and 
service of God as something option- 
al. They feel that if they are not 
interested in religious things that is 
their affair and that they are just 
as good and living just as right as 
those who recognize and obey God, 

II. The Christian Citizen Loves 
His Neighbor (vy. 31-34). 

The scribe did not ask for the sec- 
ond commandment but Jesus pre- 
sents it as an unavoidable corollary 
of the first. The man who really 


loves God will love his neighbor. 

Every social injustice would be 
wiped out and every cause for strife 
removed if all men loved their fel- 
low-man as they love themselves. 
Such a condition will never prevail, 
however, until men love God. It is 
too much for the flesh to put others 
before self. Only the grace of God 
is sufficient for that. Hence the real 
solution of the problems of capital 
and labor, the ‘‘haves’’ and the 
“have nots’ is to win the men and 
women on both sides of the struggle 
to a true love for God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. In other words, we 
come again to the inevitable conclt- 
sion that what our nation needs is 
a revival. 

Social panaceas, revolution either 
by force or by law, dictatorships, 
all these are destined to failure, 
Men must learn to know and love 
God supremely and thus come to 
love their neighbors as themselves. 

The crossroad Sunday - school 
teacher, the missionary in the city 
slums, the preacher of the gospel, 
whether in the greaty city or on 
the countryside, the faithful Chris- 
tian living out the love of Christ 
daily in kindly word and deed— 
these are the real forces for social 
as Well as spiritual good. Let us do 
all we can to prosper their ministry!

_ FARMER JONES AND HIS 
COW PEN 


By JUDGE W. 
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WILD NUTS—I have learned by 
observation that we do not have 
a heavy crop of acorns or pine 
nuts oftener than about every four 
years, During the past few days 
I have noticed what seemed to be 
a fog or smoke and quite a few 
others have called my attention 
to this unusual cloud, I’m con- 
vineed that this cloud is compos- 
ed of pollen from the trees in this 


section, I’m guessing that the! 


pollen is coming from the pine 
trees as there seems to be such 
an abundance of it. Other varie- 
ties might add to the amount but 
we do not have enough = of 
the other varieties to give us such 
an amount of pollen, I’m sure 
that you have noticed this cloud 
and that your neighbors have call- 
ed your attention to it, This most 
unusual abundance of pollen tells 
us something if we will only list- 
en to nature, It tells us that 
we are to have a great crop of 
wild nuts this fall. Pine mass, 
beech nuts and acorns will be 
plentiful, This information leads 
me to make you a few simple sug- 
gestions concerning your timber, 
your timber lands and your pro- 
tection of same, 

According to the signs we are 
to have an abundant supply of 
pits mass, beech mass and acorns 
this fall. This means that our 
pigs might be fattened in the 
woods and that we are about ready 
to receive a good supply of seed 
for natural reforestation, A good 
crop of acorns is very valuable 
and we should make preparations 
to tuke advantage of this free 
crop of feed, Hogs should be se- 
cured by those who live near 
swamps and we should try to get 
the benefit of this feed as early 
as is possible, We might fence 
some of our lands if there is a 
good crop of acorns, There are 
a number of things for us to do 
if we wish to protect our free 
feed crop. We also have the old 
question of fire destruction. If 
this year is the seed year that 
I'm guessing it to be, we should 
start now in our effort to protect 
each and every acre of our wild 
land from fire. If this year is to 
be a bumper crop year for acorns 
and mass it means that we shall 
not have another such crop for 
several years. If this is the year 
to secure a crop of seed we should 
take full advantage of the oppor- 
tunity and try to get a start of 
trees on every foot of our land, 
If you are one of those hard-head- 
ed farmers who must burn your 
jiands over, then let me suggest 
that you try to do so before the 
mass falls this winter. It is up 
to you to decide as to which plan 
you will follow but I would like 
to urge you to select your plan 
and get busy on it. If we can 
keep down fires long enough for 
this crop of mass to grow into 
trees it will be worth millions of 
dollars to the farmers of Alabama. 
I do hope and’ trust that every 
farmer in this section will take 
warning and will prepare himself 
to protect what seems to be a 
coming bumper crop of wild seeds.

We must 
promote the building of a starch 
plant in this section if we are to 
sell our potatoes in bulk, If we 
can locate a starch factory we 
can widen our field of production.

It is composed of A, C, 
Dunaway, Superintendent of Hdu- 
cation; W. L. McArthur, Superin- 
tendent of Resettlement; a group 
of vocational teachers, represent-

son for the education of the peo- 
ple along lines of practical living. 

The study of school records over 
a period of ten years show an 
alarming decrease of students af- 
ter the completion of the elemen- 
tary grades. These boys and girls 
did not go on to high school. Per- 
haps that accounted for the coun- 
ty's low educational, financial and 
health rating. Men were trying 
to be farmers and women to be 
homemakers with no training for 
these tasks. 

Dr. Fred Wales, of Washington, 
met with the county officers some 
weeks ago and a plan was formed 
to take care of this large group 
of students who “drop out” after 
the seventh grade, The plan would 
extend their training in vocational 
subjects. 

The Federal Farm Security Ad- 
ministration will build the school 
houses. There will be two of 
brick veneer, one at Goodman and 
one at Zion Chapel, and a third 
frame building will be at New 
Hope.
